lilr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemien, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting'  tc  you  ny 
iinnual  rieport  for  the  yc-ar  ending;  31si  December  1953  j sjid  I am 
pleasea  to  report  also  diat  no  cases  of  infectious  diseases  occurred 
on  board  any  of  the  sliips  cominp  into  tliis  port. 

-us  in  previous  years,  a close  Yvatch  has  been  kept 
on  ships  to  determine  the  presence  of  rcj.ts,  but  no  evidence  of  rat 
infestation  came  to  li£ht. 


In  general  the  standard  of  cleanliness  of  the 
shipx^ing  entering  the  port  has  been  satisfactory,  and  it  has  not 
been  necessary  to  take  my  action  in  regard  to  sanitary  defects. 

The  tot-lL  net  registered  tonnage  entering  the 
port  has  fallen  this  year  from  52,541  in  1958  to  49,647  in  1959  and 
it  is  noted  that  this  fall  in  tonnage  applies  bobii  to  the  Exiuouth 
harbour  ajid  the  shipping  entering  the  Exeter  basin. 


RegarOing  the  shj.pping  from  foreign  ports,  there 
has  been  an  increase  in  the  total  net  registered  toiinagc  from.  10,939 
in  1958  to  11,986  in  1959.  he  in  the  past  years  the  chief  imports 
into  the  Port  health  district  have  been  petrol  and  coal  and  timber. 


J.X  table  shov^ing  a summary  of  the  .jinual  net 
registered  tonnage  of  sliips  entering  the  Port  Health  Eistrict  from 
1926  to  1959  io  incluied  in  the  report  this  year;  and  this  table, 
together  i/ith  a sketch  plan  of  the  Port  Healtii  authority  district 
v/ill  no  doubt  be  of  iiierest,  p-rticuiarly  to  the  relatively  new 
members  of  the  .authority.
